TURKISH CANNON. 

In our ships and in our batteries we sel- 
dom use a heavier gun than a 42 pounder. 
No man of war carries any cannon of a lar- 
ger calibre; but the Turks make use, on 
land, of even eight hundred pounders. When 
Sir J. Duckworth passed the Dardanelles to 
attack Constantinople, in 1807, his fleet was 
dreadfully shattered those immense shot. 
The Royal George, of 110 guns, was nearly 
sunk by only one shot, which carried away 
her cut-water ; another cut the mainmast of 
the Windsor Castle nearly in two; a shot 
knocked two ports of the Thunderer into 
one; the Repulse, 74, had her wheel shot 
away and 24 men killed and wounded by a 
single shot, nor was the ship saved but by 
the most wonderful exertions. One of these 
guns was cast in brass in the reign of Amu- 
rat; the difficulty of charging it would not 
allow its being fired more than once; but as 
a Pacha once said, that single discharge 
would destroy almost a whole fleet of an en- 
emy- The Baron de Tott, to the great ter- 
ror of the Turks, resolved to fire this —_ 
The shot weighed 1100 lbs. and he it 
with 330 lbs. of powder: he says, ‘I felt a 
shock like an earthquake, at the distance of 
eight hundred fathoms. I saw the ball divide 
into three pieces, and these fragments of a 
rock crossed the strait, and rebounded on the 
mountain.’ The heaviest shot which struck 
our ships was of nite, and weighed 800 
Ibs. and was two feet two inches in diameter. 
One of these huge shots stove in the whole 
larboard bow of the Active ; and having thus 





crushed this immense mass of solid timber, | ‘ 


the shot rolled aft and brought up abreast 
the main hatchway, the crew standing aghast 
at the singular spectacle.

YANKEE TROUT, 

Not to be caught by English Artificial Flies. 
On the fifteenth of May, I made my cou 
d’essai in trout fishing, near Concord, N. H. 
in company with Col. B. and Mr. R. of that 
meet The day was unfavourable, the wind 
lowing and the sun shining—(a cloudy and 
calm day is the best.) At the first start, we 
made a grand faux-pas, we left our wine and 
cold meats behind: this, | imagine, was the 
secret cause of our indifferept success. I 
soon ascertained that the patent English 
line and artiriciat FLY would not do. Our 
fish are too Republican, or too shrewd, or 
too stupid, to understand the science of Eng- 
lish Trout fishing. I therefore took the com- 
mon hook and worm, with a simple line and 
light sinker, and a rod cut on the spot; they 
then understood, and we readily caught in a 
short time, twenty-three fine brook Trout, 
the largest about 7 ounces. The banks were 
wet, which made it unpleasant, especially as 
we had to be temperate, having nothing to 
eat or drink. Another party, a few days be- 
fore. caught at Pembroke, 16 pounds of fine 

brook Trout.

ANGLING IN TENNESSEE. 

We extract the following mode of taking 
fish in that part of the country from a letter 
in the American Sporting Magazine :— 

“Our streams abound with a variety of 
fish, as red-horse of two sizes, drum, buffa- 
lo, red-eyes, suckers, &c. Early in the 
spring, about the Ist of April, the larger 
size of red-horse commence ‘ playing’ in the 
shoals. ‘This is the time of spawning with 
them. The female is always escorted by two 
males, one on each side of her. 

“ After having prepared their beds in the 
gravelly and shoally parts of the streams, 
you may find them in large numbers at play. 
Having provided a good strong line and rod, 
we tie four large jack or pike hooks on, with 
their backs to one another. Get an elevated 
stand, (on benches generally prepared for 
purpose,) drop your hooks cautiously 
above the fish, let them sink to the bottom, 
draw them towards the fish,and when you 
find your hooks within six or eight inches, 
give a sudden jerk down the stream, and ten 
to one you don’t hang him; but persevere, 
and after awhile you will find yourself re- 
warded for all your toil and trouble, by hook- 
ing a fish that will weigh from six to ten 
pounds, and of fine flavor. Hold him with 
a tight line, but don’t attempt to govern him, 
and after contending about a minute, he will 
turn on his side—then draw him gently to 
the shore, and you have a fish but little, if 
any, inferior to the shad or rock. 

“ An expert hand at ‘ hooking” will fre- 
—_— take from twenty to forty in a day. 
caught three fine ones a few weeks since 
in less than an hour, and I am a mere novice 
at the business. The smaller-sized red-horse 
and suckers ‘play’ about the last of April. 
They are numerous and easily ‘ hooked.
